un officer flying achool was located' at tie airfield south 
of Debl in- Irena (a 52/L 61). The school, under the commend 
of a polish Colonel, was attended by 1,500 to 2,000 officers, 
ranging from 18 to 30 years of age, who were being trained 
as pilots. According to a Fcldsh officer trainee „ the practi- 
cal flight training was being given at another airfield. The 
field ms under the command of Polish and soviet c0, 
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The entire area, about 6,600x11,500 feet, was surrounded by a 
mesh-wire fence. There werea railroad spur track, a cement 
runway, 250x3, 300 feet, three hangars and many buildings at the 
field, For details see Annex. 

Flying students were quartered in a mult iple -story , horseshoe- 
shaped kaserne where school rooms for instruction on engines 
wera also available. Three biplanes of soviet make and a Douglas 
plane used for instruction purposes were parked in the mil of 
a court which was covered with a glass roof. 

The 3 , 3tGx5 ,000-f oot fuel dump, which was specially fenced -off 
and wes camouflaged by trees, had a fcailroad spur track. It 
consisted of: 


a. Five tanks, each 33 feet long, and 8 feet in diameter, on 
wooden piles, camouflage ^painted , not protected by earth walls. 

b* Two tanks of the same size, at an interval of 3 feet, sur- 
rounded by an earth wall.
